Crux of Taft's Tariff Policy. 


Very clearly'the President-elect announces himself as favoring 


an early revision of the tariff, but with equal clearness he empha- 
sizes the ne'( essity for revising it scientifically that inequalities may 
be corrected without destroying the protective principle. It is not 
tariff-smashing, but an equalization o'f duties that he stands for; 
not free trade, but freer trade under the policy of protecting Ameri- 
can industrj from destructive foreign competition. 


This is the true policy of progressive Republicanism, which 


aims to encourage and extend the nation's foreign commerce with- 
out inflicting injury on domestic manufacturing, and to scale down 
tariff schedules which permit of exactions on home consumers while 
holding fast to the essential principle of protection. This policy will 
hold our markets open to fair competition, and enable us to extend 
our trade abroad without surrendering1 control of our own or break- 
ing down the barrier behind which the high standard of American 
wages has been raised. 


By reason of changed conditions which have decreased the cost 


of production in the United States, without lowering the wage 
scale, and which have increased productive cost in other countries, 
the duty on certain articles are absurdly out of proportion to the 
protection necessary to sfuard against destructive competition. In 
such cases, as Judge Taft says, it will be necessary to apply the 
pruning knile, to put an end to the anomaly of goods of American 
manufacture being sold for export at mudi lower prices than are 
charged in tie home maikct. In other words, the plan is to protect 
the American consumer from unjust exaction while affording ade- 
quate protection to the* American producer and wa}}e-earner. 


Also, it is necessary to lower the duties on certain kinds of raw 


1 materials th it American manufacturers may be enabled to compete 


on fairer terms -with foreign countries. This will stimulate Ameri- 
can production without affecting the general policy of protection or 
the 'beneficent results achieved under it. 
The changes will be 


made under the supervision of men versed in commerce and manu- 
facturing and not by politicians and theorists. Conditions will be 
the basis of the new schedules. Thus the tariff question will be re- 
moved from the domain of partisan and parochial politics and ele- 
ivated to the sphere of practical statesmanship -which seeks material 
results for tie nation at large rather than party or local advantage. 


Local Electric Developments. 


'! 
The development in electric railway construction plans in this 


section of the State is proceeding with kaleidoscopic rapidity these 
idaya. 
Undoubtedly these plans have been long considered, but 


{they are now fast maturing. 
Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda con- 


•tittrte the prospective theater of activity. For several years past 
jthis populot s and profitable field has been controlled by the Key 
(Route and the Oakland Traction companies'. But the signs of the 
timfes are th;.t a strong and varied competition is about to be started. 
/fThe'Southern.-Pacific Company has partly revealed its plans through 
the franchises it recently obtained in Alameda and those for which 
it applied a week ago in Berkeley. The Traction Company is pre- 
paring to fo-tify its position in the latter city, its agents being now 
at w»rk soliciting the signatures of property-owners to' petitions for 
new extensijns to its system. 


•» 
- The Southern Pacific Company has not yet shown its hand in 


Oakland, wrich is the most profitable part of the field on this side of 
the bay. 
Bjt gossip is rife,'although lacking official confirmation, 


that it'is planning the early development of an electric railway sys- 
.tem -whose ramifications will cover the whole territory now served 
exclusively by the Key Rou'te sftid the Oakland Traction Company 
and which -vill anticipate such plans of local electric railway de- 
velopment as the managers of the Western Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany may h.ive in mind. It is altogether improbable that the latter 
corporation will rest contentedly on merely a through line to its 
ferry slips a: the entrance to the harbor and neglect the local traffic 
tributary to it. 


The Go lid system has been actively developing a great electric 


power and transmission plant under the name of the Great We'stern 
Electric Power Company, whose main works, arc located on the 
Feather river with a supplementary works in this city. One of the 
latter is in course of construction on Fourth avenue. But the prin- 
cipal works here are planned to be erected on the east side of the 
north arm of the estuary at the foot of Fifth avenue. The Great 
Western is manifestly intended to supply the motive power for an. 
extensive eloctric railway system operated by the Western Pacific, 
whatever ot icr plans i£s projectors may entertain. 


The lat< st report regarding the control of the Great Western is, 


however, th it it has passed from Gould to Hariiman. It seems to 
be based on a rumor that the Great Western has contracted to sup- 
ply the Sou hern Pacific Company with power for its electric lines. 
The report :>f the change of control should be taken with caution, 
however, for when Harrimsn some time ago came to Gould's 
financial relief to carry the Missouri Pacific o^er a critical stage in 
its career, a similar report was circulated regarding the control of 
the Westerr Pacific, which was later emphatically denounced as a 
canard which was given currency to affect the stock market. The 
present rumor about the Great Western may have the same purpose 
In view, as this enterprise, like that of the Western Pacific, was 
financed before work was started. 
But whatever interest may con- 


trol this or my other great undertaking terminating on this side of 
the bay, the enormous benefit which will ensue to Oakland and its 
jnvirons must be clearly manifest to the dullest comprehension. 


The report made by Dr. Robert Olesen of the revenue cutter 


McCulloch, which has just returned to port from a twelve thou- 
sand-mile ci tiise among the Aleutian islands, that forty per cent 
of the natives of the archipelago are afflicted with tuberculosis and 
that the disease threatens to wipe out the race unless means are 
taken to av.rt it, is one of the sad commentaries of the effects of 
Christian ci/ilization on the aborigines of this continent. 
Every- 


where the v> hite plague is ravaging the native races. But the most 
painful feature of Dr. Olesen's report is that the spreading of 
tuberculosis among the Aleuts is due chiefly to an unsanitary re- 
ligious ceremony of kissing the lips of the dead which the Russian 
Greek church, of which these aborigines are adherents, imposes 
.upon them. The priests are said to be inexorable, however, in ex- 
acting the observance of this ceremony. If this be true, the Aleuts 
are evidently, doomed to extinction through a religious practice 
which modern science condemns and Which, in the name of human- 
ity, should be abolished voluntarily by the Greek church, or, if 
•necessary, involuntarily through the operation of law.

His 
political career has been one long battle in which personal anti- 
pathies played as lar;je a part as political conviction. • He was frankly 
a fighting man, letting it be understood at all times that he was 
ready to make poli.ical quarrels personal issues to be arbitrated 
at the pistol's muzz e. He has long been at personal enmity with 
Duncan B. Cooper publisher of the Nashville American. 
The 


enmity began wit! Carrnack's campaign for Congress against 
Colonel Josiah Patterson of Memphis, father of the present governor 
of Tennessee. 
Can lack ran as an independent Democrat against 


Patterson, who was the regular Democratic nominee, and defelted 
him in a close race 
A contest before the House resulted in the 


seating of Carmack 


During the ealire controversy the Nashville American sup- 


ported Patterson. 
Fwo years ago Malcom R" Patterson, ton of 


Carmack's defeated antagonist, was a candidate for governor, and 
ex-Governor Bob Taylor was a candidate against Caimack for the 
Senate. 
Patterson and Taylor formed a combination which the 


Nashville American supported. 
They were elected. 
Ever since 


Carmack has been exceedingly bitter against Gpvernor Patterson 
and the publisher cf the American. 


Last summer C irmack entered the lists as a candidate against 


Patterson, who was i candidate to succeed himself, and a bitter cam- 
paign followed. 
Again Carm.ick was defeated, which added fresh 


fuel to his. ancient j;rudge. 


Recently he moved to Nashville and accepted the editorship 


of the Tennessean, -nore apparently to get even with his political 
enemies than for a ly other reason. 
From that h<nir the paper 


teemed with bitter flings at Colonel Cooper, Goveinor Pattci son 
and the leaders of the Democratic State organization. Carmack 
gave Bryan an enthusiastic support, but fought the Democratic 
local ticket, of w h i c i Governor Patterson was the he.id, with char- 


bitterness. 


Patterson was -e-elccted, bttt Carmack still kept up the war, 


using the prohibitior issue as a pretext for assailing his old enemies. 
His flings grew bitterer and more personal till the fued culminated 
in the deadly affray in which Carmack was ^lain. 


To be killed in a street brawl is a melancholy end for a man 


who held within h in the seeds of great usefulness, but whose 
career, at one time so brilliant and promising, was marred by a 
vehement and agg -e^su e temper which knew no restraint and 
brooked no opposition. He met the fate he had challenged all his 
life. 


Senator T. C. Platt's Successor. 


Public interest is beginning to center in the prospective suc- 


cessor of United S ates Senator Thomas C. Platt of New York 
Platt's term closes on March 4, 1909, and the Legislature will 
elect his successor in January. Platt is an impossible candidate to 
succeed himself. / side from the weakening of his grip on the 
Republican leadersh p in New York State and the smirching of his 
reputation by the recent exposures of his private life in the courts, 
Platt has grown so old and feeble that he is virtually incapacitated 
from further servici in the Senate. 
According to recent reports, 


there are two notab'e candidates for Platt's seat, namely, Whitclaw 
Reid, now embassac or at the court of St. James and Secretary of 
State Elihu Root. In the gossip which has been current in Eastern 
political circles Root wa's slated to hold the position in Taft's cabinet 
which he now holds under Roosevelt. But a Washington dispatch 
now says that the Speakei of the New York Assembly and the 
State Republican n itionul committceman -were present at a long 
conference held yeslerday at the White House, at which the filling 
of Platt's place in 1he Senate was the subject of discussion. The 
President is reported to have favored Root and the latter is repre- 
sented to be willing lo accept if he is assured that his candielacy will 
not be opposed by any one in his own party. The New York Legis- 
lature being strong ly Republican, the Senatorship is secure tin 
whoever gets the majority vote in the party caucus. 


But Whitclaw Reid has borne a grudge against Platt since 


the time he refused to fa\or his promotion from the Paris am- 
bassadorship to Lon Ion. Newspaper gossip credits him with covet- 
ing Platt's seat as a means of revenging the old-time snub. Reid's 
natural obstinacy are! implacable hatred of anyone who crosses his 
political ambitions will, in all probability, incline him to press his 
candidacy, notwiths anding the influences from the administration 
or any other source which may be brought to bear upon him to in- 
duce him to leave 110 field clear for "Root. If he refuses to do so 
and Root aelheres to the "decision not to be a candidate unless unop- 
posed, Reid's ambition may be gratified and Root will continue to 
hold his present poitfolio under Taft. 


Not long ago tie Supreme Court of Illinois decided that the

The United Slates Supreme 
Court decides that he States have power to provide for separate 
schools, but of courfe the exercise of such power must be conferred 
upon legislatures by the organic law of the several States. 
Perhaps 


the constitution of Illinois does not confer upon the Legislature of 
that State or local boards of education the power to establish and 
maintain separate schools for the two races. 


It is worthy of lote that Brownsville, Texas, gave Taft a good
